which affected a Rush co unty es­ 
tate, when the judges upheld the rul­ 
ing o f the circuit co urt in the case 
o f Bessie E. Xo rris eit al. v s. Marcus 
A. Kendall et al. 
The first plaintiff 
is the wife o f Yeme Xo rris, clerk o f 
the circuit co urt, while the first de­ 
fendant is her father. 
The suit in­ 
v o lv es abo ut o ne hundred and fo rty 
acres o f Jand and two ho uses and 
lo ts in Milro y . 
Marcus A. Kendall, Sr., first deed­ 
ed his pro perty 'to his granddaughter. 
Mr-. Xo rris, and later deeded it to 
his so n and her father. Marcus A. 
Kendall, Jr. 
She then bro ught suit 
against him fo r po ssessio n o f real 
estate and in the first trial,'the plain­ 
tiffs wo n 'the case. 
The defendants 
were granted a new trial and in that 
the decisio n was rev ersed. 
The plaintiffs felt thalt they co uld 
no t win in the higher co urts o n the 
merits o f the case and appealed it 
to the Appellate co urt o n the theo ry 
I that the defendants 'had no right to 
a seco nd trial.

It 
was then agreed th at a vote shall be 
taken on the resolution, as am ended, 
nex t Tuesday . 
It is the opinion that 
th e resolution will be defeated. 
The adoption by the senate of the 
so-called Sutherland 
am endm ent 
to 
the resolution proposing direct elec­ 
tion of senators practically m eans the 
defeat of th at resolution. 
Its support­ 
ers concede th at w ith the Sutherland 
am endm ent attached to it, the chances 
of the acceptance by the senate of the 
m ain plan are slight. The Sutherland 
am endm ent retains to the federal gov­ 
ernm ent control over elections of sen­ 
ator, including the power of prescrib­ 
ing the q ualifications of voters. 
The 
original 
resolution 
em pow ered 
the 
states them selves to regulate the elec­ 
tions of senators. The adoption of the 
Sutherland am endm ent has raised a 
fear in the m inds of southerners th at 
its 
incorporation 
into 
the 
United 
S tates constitution m ight give the 
federal governm ent m ore power than 
it possesses to interfere with 
the 
grandfather clauses in the constitu­ 
tions of the southern states, and sev­ 
eral southerners who would have sup­ 
ported the original resolution will now 
vote against it in its am ended form. 
Supporters of the direct election reso­ 
lution have charged th a t the introduc­ 
tion of the Sutherland am endm ent was 
m erely a schem e on the part of oppon­ 
ents of the bill to accom plish its de­ 
feat.

An effort was m ade to reach an 
agreem ent for a vote on the Lorim er 
case and at one tim e it looked as if 
the vote m ight be taken on W ednes­ 
day afternoon by unanim ous consent, 
but Senator L afollette finally objected 
to fix ing a day . 
The Japanese treaty has been rati­ 
fied, all opposition having been w ith­ 
draw n. T here was not even a dem and 
for a roll call. 
Senator Culberson of Tex as subm it­ 
ted a resolution in the senate declar­ 
ing it to be the sense of the senate 
that th e treaty of 1832 w ith R ussia 
should be abrogated because the Rus­ 
sian governm ent had failed to ex tend 
protection to A m erican citizens under 
It. The resolution was referred to the 
com m ittee on foreign relations. 
S enator Burrow, from the com m it­ 
tee on finance, reported to the senate 
w ithout recom m endation the Canadian 
reciprocity bill. 
Senators Bailey and 
Stone stated th at they had failed to 
concur in the report, the senator from 
Tex as because he was opposed to it, 
and th e senator from M issouri because 
he was in favor of it. 
Each senator 
declared th at the com m ittee should 
have reported either favorably or ad­ 
versely . 
Senator Beveridge of Indiana held 
the senate for m ost of the day y ester­ 
day in concluding his address on the 
L orim er case.

to simplify the practice so as to get 
rid of the techn icalities which are so 
frequen tly taken advan tage of by the 
corporation s, through their shrewd 
lawy ers. 
It was fin ally advan ced to 
en grossmen t. 


Big Bunc h of Lobby is ts . 
While the fight was bein g made on 
the bill the rear of the chamber was 
packed with 
corporation lobby ists, 
man y of them bein g the represen ta­ 
tives of railroads. The big lobby “con ­ 
ven tion ” gave close atten tion to the 
proceedin gs, an d when action on the 
bill had been completed adjourn ed an d 
filed out in to the corridors. 
The bill came out of the judiciary 
committee with a divided report, a 
min ority for the in defin ite postpon e­ 
men t of the bill, while a majority of 
the committee recommen ded the pas­ 
sage of the bill. There was a spectac­ 
ular fight on the floor In which Speak­ 
er Ven eman took a han d, an d the mi­ 
n ority report was laid on the table 
on a motion by Mr. Ven eman , an d the 
majority report was adopted. 
The 
vote on the motion to table the min or­ 
ity report was 47 to 46. 
When the roll call was fin ished an d 
n oses had been coun ted, it was foun d 
that twen ty -four of the forty Republi­ 
can members of the house had voted 
to kill the bill an d that five others had 
“ducked” the vote. Twen ty-two of the 
sixty Democrats voted to kill the bill 
an d two failed to vote. On e of the lat­ 
ter, Ben jamin John son . Is ill. 
The house made thirty -six amen d­ 
men ts to the Proctor liquor restric­ 
tion bill, chief of which gives city 
coun cils an d town boards power to fix 
licen ses. 
After bitter attacks on Govern or 
Marshall for forcin g the legislature to 
adopt a plan of amen din g the state’s 
basic law, the “Tom Marshall” con sti­ 
tution was sen t to en grossmen t in the 
sen ate. 
The 
proposed 
method 
of 
adoptin g the man y chan ges in the 
presen t con stitution was assailed by 
Republican sen ators an d they were 
join ed by Sen ator Powers of An gola, 
a Democrat. 
The five-min ute debate 
rule was en forced an d the whole con ­ 
stitution was disposed of in just two 
hours. 


Spe c ific Appropriations . 
After completin g the regular appro­ 
priation bill the sen ate as the com­ 
mittee of the whole, took up the spe­ 
cific 
appropriation s 
bill. 
Several 
amen dmen ts were made to the bill, 
these bein g by the in sertion of addi­ 
tion al items. The addition al expen di­ 
tures authorized a total of $8 6,171, 
this in cludin g an appropriation of n ot 
more than 
$75,000, if the state’s 
fin an ces, in the opin ion of the gover­ 
n or, treasurer an d auditor will per­ 
mit. The large item is for a farm col­ 
on y in con n ection with on e of the in ­ 
san e hospitals. On ly on e item was re­ 
duced. 
This was the $1,000 item for 
pain tin g twelve doors at the state- 
house, reduced to $500. 
When the work of con siderin g the 
regular an d specific appropriation bills 
was completed, both bills were favora­ 
bly reported to the sen ate, an d will 
n ow follow the regular course of other 
bills. 
Several chan ges wrere made in the 
specific appropriation bill. 
It was 
agreed to .strike out an item of $3,000 
for a vegetable cellar an d $5,000 for 
an amusemen t hall for the state sol­ 
diers’ home at Lafay ette an d to sub­ 
stitute an item of $10,000 for a n urses’ 
cottage. There was an addition to the 
appropriation s for the In dian a reform­ 
atory at Jefferson ville of an Item of 
$2,500 for purchasin g three houses an d 
lots which corn er In a tract of fifteen 
acres own ed by the state adjoin in g 
the in stitution ; an Item of $1,950 for a 
fen ce aroun d this fifteen -acre tract, 
an d an item of $1,000 for 
scales. 
Stotsen burg explain ed the n eed of the 
scales by say in g that in on e mon th at 
the in stitution it was discovered that 
the coal delivered was eighty -eight 
ton s short. 
The sum of $1,071 was added to the 
appropriation s for the In dian a state 
prison for the purchase 
o f track 
scales. The secretary of state’s o ffice 
received an addition al specific appro­ 
priation of $2,400 for in dexin g an d re­ 
placin g documen ts an d records. This 
mean s a job for someon e 
for two 
years.

The court bill introduced 
Monday 
by Senator Yarling has been reported 
for passage by (the House judiciary 
committee, says the Shelbyville Dem­ 
ocrat. 
The measure provides for a 
superior court for Shelby county, to 
be presided over by the judge of one 
of the 
superior 
courts in 
Marion 
county. Important amendments were 
made by the House committee and 
the local attorneys believe these will 
insure its passage in the House. 
Included in the 
amendments is a 
clause till at authorizes Judge Alonzo 
Blair to transfer the eases in Ifhe" cir­ 
cuit court in which lie has been inter­ 
ested as an attorney* to the superior 
court. 
Another 
clause 
authorizes 
Judge Blair to transfer eases from 
his court from time to time in order 
that there will be no congestion nor 
unnecessary delays in the adminis- 
tra'tion of justice. 
Local attorneys were not prepared 
[Today to s a y just when the bill will 
come up for passage in the House. 
but they are expecting a call to gird 
on their armor any time and go to 
Indian s polis to safeguard fhe bill and 
see that ii: pashes safely through the 
House. 
By tile pa-sage of the Sfot-enburg 
bill in the Senate, several of the ob­ 
jections to the, Yarling measure were 
overcome. 
It provides for the elec­ 
tion of certain judges in “off years.*' 
expending the term of -everal sujjer- 
ior court judges in the State, and of 
the 
probate 
and 
juvenile 
court 
judges in the State, and of the pr >- 
bale and juvenile 
court 
judges in 
Marion county. 
Senator Sullivan of 
Marion county, obtained an entirely 
new substituted bill by means of ap 
amendment, the only change bein a in 
the elimination of 'certain 
clauses. 
The main provisions were unchanged. 
Because of a court decision that an 
cypres- provision extending a judi­ 
cial term is 
invalid 
this 
specific 
clause was eliminated and Hie hill 
chugged - o a - to provide 
that an 
election of superior judges shall he 
held in 1914 and that no 
superior 
judge- Im* elected in 1912.
